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A Splendid Move in Michigan 

T has remained for Michigan, a newcomer to 

racing, to inaugurate a movement which 
should have been started many years ago. 
Articles of incorporation for the Horsemen's 
Relief Society, a benevolent, non-profit organiza- 
tion, were filed last week in that State. Trustees 
of the society are Mrs. Frederick M. Alger, presi- 
dent; Joseph D. Frost, vice president; Charles T. 
Fisher, treasurer; Louis J. Lepper, secretary; 
and Clarence E. Lehr. Mrs. Alger, wife of the 
well known owner, has been long interested in 
relief work and social problems. Mr. Frost is an 
investment broker and most earnest in his work 
as State racing commissioner. Mr. Fisher, one 
of the principals in a great automobile body 
manufacturing company, is owner of Dixiana, 
one of the country’s leading Thoroughbred nur- 
series. Mr. Lepper, an outstanding figure in the 
insurance field, is owner of a racing stable. Mr. 
Lehr is general manager of the Detroit Racing 
Association. Such a personnel indicates careful, 
intelligent direction of an organization which, 
we hope, will become the model for others of its 
kind in other racing states. 

The organization proposes to obtain funds by 
means of charity days of racing and from license 
and registration fees. On charity days purses 
will be low and track employees will give their 
services without charge. Horsemen should cer- 
tainly do their best to make the programs at- 
tractive, for this is a movement which will be a 
genuine boon to all of them. To those who be- 
come indigent it will mean relief. To those whose 
affairs are in good condition it will mean a 
refuge from the incessant requests for financial 
aid which have been common to the race track 
for many years. 

In the news release which announced the in- 
corporation of the society last week it was 
stated that the funds of the organization “will 
be administered without any cost whatever 
except the possible employment of a trained in- 
vestigator to examine into the merits of each 
individual case.’’ We hope that this expenditure 
will not be considered merely a possibility. It 
should be a certainty. And the investigator’s 
training should be essentially that of any other 


social worker, so that relief will not be merely 
relief, but rehabilitation as well. If there is only 
an organization for dispensing funds, without 
investigation, and without definite constructive 
measures, it is simply carrying water in a sieve. 
Members of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, when they meet in De- 
troit August 21 and 22, would do well to hear 
from Mr. Frost the details of the Horsemen’s 
Relief Society and consider the establishment of 
similar organizations in their own states.

It appears that we have South Dakota to thank 
for a most graphic representation of what may 
be described as the typical attitude toward jock- 
eys. This attitude may be summarized as fol- 
lows: (a) Jockeys are a bad lot, they’re always 
doing something, but (b) let’s not punish them 
much (they really are cute little fellows), (c) 
unless they sass the starter, in which case they 
must be dealt with severely. In view of these 
high principles, a $2.50 fine seems a most severe 
punishment for a jockey who has simply refused 


to let his horse win.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


ULY 23. It has been depressingly hot today 

and the horses have looked very tired in their 
stalls, some of them sweating freely. We had 
one horse to get a bit overcome with the heat 
while working in the corn. A couple of ounces 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia and frequent 
cold enemata soon brought him around, together 
with the comfortable treatment of playing a hose 
on him for half an hour or so. Some horses seem 
prone to overheating, and if once they get too 
hot they are likely to do so again. We always 
have the men take them easy in the hot weather 
and tell them to watch for horses that stop 
sweating. 

JULY 25. A quiet day, with all the stock doing 
well, with the exception of one of the saddle 
horses, which has for some reason developed a 
fever yet shows no symptoms of anything except 
a little dullness. As the fever went high tonight, 
I gave her a shot of neoarsphenamine in the 
jugular vein on general principles. This should 
knock the fever by tomorrow. Some glauber 
salts in water will help her, too. 


JULY 26. Another violent storm with lots of 
rain late last night ended with a good cool morn- 
ing, and I took the opportunity of taking a pleas- 
ant drive in my road cart to look over the horses 
in the stud, this time going clear up to the 
training stable and having a look at the year- 
lings, which are growing now with astonishing 
rapidity. Found ali the horses in good order. 
Everywhere the grass is getting a good new start. 
If we have no bad luck, fall pasturage should be 
good. The saddle horse is quite normal in tem- 
perature and seems to be quite well, though slow 
at eating. A physic ball appears indicated. 


JULY 27. This has been a very busy day for 
us here. The dentist arrived this morning for 
the regular annual molar inspection of all the 
horses, which has been put off for three months. 
The stallions were gone over first, then the sad- 
dle horses, and after these were out of the way 
we got busy on the mares. All behaved remark- 
ably well. Only two of the twenty head done 
had to be twitched. Some of the older mares 
needed little more than a light floating, but some 
that were new to the place were in bad shape 
and had a lot of work done. We find it pays us to 
have all looked over annually, as they will do 
better and get more good out of their feed if 
they can masticate it as they should. Each of 
the stallions got a physic ball as well, and neither 
is feeling so bright tonight. 


JULY 28. This morning it was the turn of the 
barren mares to get their dental inspection and 
at the same time we took 20 blood samples from 
the mares that were bred late and from those 
that were away for the season. These-have gone 
over to the college tonight, and the rats will 
get the samples tomorrow. When we have the 
report on these last samples we should have a 
fair idea about the results of the past breeding 
season, though it is a far cry from now until 
all of the foals are here. The young mare that 
arrived here last week has passed a large num- 
ber of long roundworms since having her physic 
ball and so we nave drawn her today and she 
will get a worm pill in the morning to clear out 
the parasites, which, incidentally must be bad, 
for her tail is so itchy she cannot leave it alone.

JULY 29. From a gentleman in Puerto Rico 
came a sad note this morning asking for infor- 
mation about the vermifuge which I have used 
on foals prior to weaning—incidentally, I have 
had enquiries from Tulsa and Calgary, too, about 
this stuff. This breeder has had an epidemic of 
diarrhea which has swept his foals causing about 
a 50 per cent loss in his crop. This is the more 
unfortunate for they are the first crop from a 
young sire purchased in the States a couple of 
years ago, and the mares were gathered up here 
during the last several years. However, my friend 
and his partner are the kind of sportsmen who 
can “take it,” and they will come back stronger 
than ever, I am sure. As I have never had an 
epidemic of this sort to handle, I have asked the 
editor to obtain information from the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station for my cor- 
respondent. I would appreciate hearing from 
anyone who has had such an outbreak.

Upstate Opening 


ARATOGA’S meeting opened with a crowd of 

10,000, which was termed one of the largest 
inaugural gatherings of recent years, 99 books 
on, and George Cassidy effecting his poorest 
starts, practically presenting Good Gamble vic- 
tory in the American Legion, Maedic in the 
Flash, and Miss Merriment in her race. Next 
Saturday's program will be marked by the thirty- 
fourth running of the Saratoga Special, winner- 
take-all event for 2-year-olds at six furlongs 
which last year brought a dead heat between 
Red Rain and Coldstream. Riparian, Billionaire, 
Knight Gallant, Charing Cross, Swiftply, Tedicus, 
Black Look, Flying Cross, Royal Feast, and Ad- 
vocator all may start. Apogee, Case Ace, and 
Supply House are ineligible. The 2-year-olds 
showed so far this season have been pretty much 
alike. It will require more competition to pro- 
duce the best of the group. Advocator, if he goes, 
will be the best-looking youngster in the Special. 
That certainly doesn’t make him a winner, though 
worse horses have won it.

Champion by Elimination! 


RANVILLE, son of Gallant Fox and Gravita, 

must be acknowledged the current leader of 
the 3-year-old division through his victory in the 
Classic. That placed his earnings at $65,550, just 
$250 behind Bold Venture, whose total is $65,800. 
As Bold Venture will run no more this year, 
Granville seems a cinch to wind up the leading 
money winner of his class. Hollyrood now is 
third with $39,300. John D. Hertz hit the nail on 
the head when he remarked that Granville de- 
served to rank at the top, because racing is a 
game of the survival of the fittest. If Bold Ven- 
ture and Brevity couldn’t take it, they are only 
undergoing the elimination process which com- 
petition means. Hats off to Gallant Fox. He 
has sired two Belmont Classic winners in two 
crops, Omaha and Granville. William Woodward 
breeds ‘em stout. Granville’s pedigree on the 
dam's side, like Omaha's, brings a return of the 
blood of Flying Fox and is the strongest of any 
top 3-year-old this season, with not a sprinter 
included.

The Vanderbilt Mare 


OOD GAMBLE and not Discovery is the tops 

of A. G. Vanderbilt's handicap hopes this 
year. That was proved when she won the But- 
ler Handicap and the American Legion. Those 
victories swelled her earnings this year to 
$21,825, by which she tops Discovery, with only 
$15,465—-because he refused to level down 
in the Stars and Stripes and Massachusetts 
Handicap. At $4,500, the daughter of Chance 
Play was a wonderful bargain for the young 
master of Sagamore. She won the Potomac, 
Acorn, Aqueduct Handicap, Saranac, and Test 
Stakes last year, finishing placed in seven other 
important offerings. The daughter of Chance 
Play and Triangle, by Omar Khayyam, is about 
the steadiest mare of recent years. One must go 
back to Princess Doreen to find a better. Dis- 
covery now is “spelling,” with the $25,000 Nar- 
ragansett Special, September 16, his main ob- 
jective.

OLD VENTURE, Ned Reigh, and Brevity. All 

None is expected 
to appear under colors again this year. Bold 
Venture and Ned Reigh are making Doc Strube’s 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap their next big 
objective, while Brevity will be pointed for the 
Widener Challenge Cup at Hialeah. This last- 
named stakes is to have its inaugural with $50,- 
000 added.

Holly- 
rood is not eligible.

Testing the Test 


HE NEW YORK STATE Racing Commission, 

on the alert for improvements, now plans 
to go in for extensive research in an effort to 
better its saliva test. A number of horses will be 
used for this purpose. They will be stimulated 
and retarded by every known process, to enable 
the scientists to discover their reactions, and 
study them to the betterment, it is hoped, of the 
saliva test. Half a dozen states, including Mary- 
land, Florida, Michigan, New Hampshire, and 
New York now are using the New York 
Commission’s laboratory for their saliva tests. 
There is only one “catch” in the press release an- 
nouncing this plan. It is stated right off the reel, 
so to speak, “that the drugging of horses means 
‘off for life’ to any owner or trainer detected at 
it.’ It would be interesting to know just how 
many of those trapped by the saliva test did get 
“life.”

Omaha 


66 HE BEST 4-year-old stayers in the world.” 
That is the published British opinion of 
Omaha and Quashed. It reads like a typically 
English understatement, for many qualified Brit- 
ish critics agree that Omaha never should have 
lost either the Ascot Cup or Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes. Omaha was far below best form the 
afternoon that Quashed beat him at Ascot, and 
at that couldn’t have “blown” the decision had 
Gordon Richards been in the saddle instead of the 
less able Pat Beasley. The track was a swamp. 
One romantically minded Irish commentator has 
suggested that Quashed and Omaha be mated. 
“What a super-steeplechaser,” suggests the Irish 
Field, “might result from the mating of this mag- 
nificent specimen of a horse and the good and 
game mare.” Though still in active training, 
there seems little that Omaha can do in England 
the balance of the season. The $33,000 Prix de 
l’Are de Triomphe, to be run at a mile and a half 
at Longchamp October 4, should be a cinch for 
the Woodward stayer. An international weight- 
for-age fixture, this event has been won by *Ksar, 
Massine, “Kantar, Ortello, and Brantome.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS 


*Royal Minstrel’s Owner Lonpon, JuLy 18. 


APT. G. P. GOUGH, whose death from pneu- 

monia occurred in London a few days ago, 
was one of the most eccentric men ever con- 
nected with the Turf. His ventures as an owner 
commenced in 1926, when he commissioned 
Captain Boyd-Rochfort to buy him a couple of 
yearlings. If the trainer bought two, then one, 
as far as I know, never ran. The purchase that 
turned out to be so profitable was *Royal Min- 
strel, for which Boyd-Rochfort paid 4,200 guineas. 
I cannot recall any other horse every carrying 
the owner’s colors. 

In the late autumn of 1926, I believe, Captain 
Gough saw *Royal Minstrel in his box at New- 
market. Then the owner disappeared for more 
than a couple of years, and all that the trainer 
knew of his whereabouts was that he was hunt- 
ing big game “somewhere in Africa.’”’” Meantime 
*Royal Minstrel, not so precocious as most of 
Tetratema’s stock, was slow to develop to his 
powerful frame. The grey made his debut in the 
Craven Stakes at Newmarket in 1928, and won 
handsomely. He was fancied to take the Two 
Thousand Guineas, but was beaten a head by 
Flamingo. He failed to stay the Derby course, 
but won a race at Ascot, and ran second to 
Fairway for the Eclipse. 

The next season, Captain Gough turned up at 
Hurst Park to see *Royal Minstrel run for the 
Victoria Cup—the only time he ever saw his 
colors on a race course, as far as I know. Al- 
though carrying top weight, and drawn in the 
worst position, *Royal Minstrel was gambled on 
by stable and public, and fairly pulverized the 
opposition. Captain Gough took the Cup away 
with him from the course, and Boyd-Rochfort 
heard nothing more of his eccentric client for 
several weeks. 

Imagine the trainer’s amazement when the 
owner then informed him that he intended to sell 
*Royal Minstrel—the best 4-year-old in training, 
and the potential winner of the Eclipse! I do not 
known why Captain Gough decided to sell 
maybe he was short of ammunition for his next 
big game shooting expedition—but the trainer's 
remonstrances were unavailing. 

Boyd-Rochfort cabled his American patrons 
about the matter, and J. H. Whitney authorized 
him to purchase the horse. The price paid was 
£15,000, without any contingencies, and as the 
strapping grey proceeded to win the Cork and 
Orrery Stakes at Ascot (£1,460) and the Eclipse 
Stakes (£12,994), Mr. Whitney got him for vir- 
tually nothing. At the end of 1929, *Royal Min- 
strel was shipped to the States, where he has 
been a success as a sire. His daughter Night 
Song, which Mr. Whitney sent here for Boyd- 
Rochfort to train, is the best 2-year-old filly of 
the season, notwithstanding her defeat at New- 
market last week.

To get a correct idea of the superlative merit 
of Rhodes Scholar’s smashing performance, we 
must recall that Theft was runner-up, beaten 
only three parts cf a length, to Windsor Lad for 
last year’s Eclipse, and the opinion in the stable 
was that the Aga Khan’s dapper colt was in 
equally good form for the present bout. 

His Grace had run a fine race against Corrida 
for the Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot; Fairey had 
beaten the Derby runner-up and Omaha’s con- 
queror, Taj Akbar, at the royal meeting; 
Thankerton, third in the Guineas and Derby, had 
won at Ascot and was reckoned in better shape 
than ever for the Sandown prize. 

This distinguished company was made to re- 
semble hacks by Rhodes Scholar. About three 
furlongs from the finish the favorite deprived 
Portfolio of the lead, and without ever being off 
the bit, he simply sailed home. He finished as 
though he could have gone another mile, and 
there is not the slightest reason for doubting his 
ability to stay the St. Leger distance. Granted 
that the colt keeps well, it will be “money for 
nothing” to lay the odds on him for the Don- 
caster classic--for he will assuredly be odds-on 
for the big race on September 9. 

It was Lord Astoi’s fifth Eclipse Stakes vic- 
tory. He won in 1919 and 1920 with that sterling 
good horse Buchan, in 1921 with Craig an Eran, 
and in 1923 with the outsider Saltash, when the 
erratic Bold and Bad was the chief hope of the 
stable. The stakes this year amounted to 8,716 
sovereigns ($43,585) for the winner, 1,100 sov- 
ereigns for second, 500 sovereigns for third, and 
200 sovereigns for fourth. 

Rhodes Scholar, like all the horses which Lord 
Astor races, is home-bred. Pharos has got a lot 
of good-looking horses, but none better than this 
one in appearance and none so good in a racing 
sense, not even Cameronian. 


Notes From Newmarket 


fw rare occasions, the going on the July course 
at Newmarket becomes hard. Usually, the 
grand turf “behind the Ditch’ resembles a 
Turkey carpet to the tread, but we had a new 
experience at the Second July fixture last week, 
when on the second day of the meeting the mud 
was flying about. This led to one or two freakish 
results, the most amazing being that for the 
Falmouth Stakes, one mile, for 3-year-old fillies. 
The field for this race stopped short at five, but 
they included the Oaks winner Lovely Rosa, the 
One Thousand Guineas winner Tide-way, and 
the Coronation Stakes winner Traffic Light. 
This redoubtable trio were beaten by the two 
stable companions trained by Jack Jarvis, 
Crested Crane (the outsider of the party at 
100 to 7) and Trelissia. The winner, a chestnut 
Gaughter of Coronach out of Lady Peregrine 
(dam of Flamingo), is owned and was bred by 
Sir Laurence Philipps, who paid a big price for 
Lady Peregrine at the sale of the late Sir John 
Rebinson’s bloodstock. 

On the same afternoon, Solerina won the six 
furlongs July Handicap by no less than eight 
lengths, the speedy Kinderscout being second and 
the Stewards’ Cup top weights, Finalist and 
Greenore, behind. The victory meant a 10-pound 
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penalty for Solerina in the Stewards’ Cup at 
Goodwood, but if a fighting policy is decided 
upon, the daughter of Soldennis will not be 
easily beaten, despite the “extra.” Solerina is 
owned by an Irish lady, Mrs. C. L. Mackean, 
who won the Goodwood sprint with Solenoid 
four years ago. [Editor’s Note: Solerina won 
the Stewards’ Cup last week. | 


The Summer Handicap (2 miles), which oc- 
casionally gives a pointer to Cesarewitch pros- 
pects, attracted 14 to the post, and the winner 
was Lord Harewood’'s 3-year-old colt, Queen’s 
Shilling. The son of Press Gang was stepping 
up a lot on previous form, but no doubt staying 
is his game, and he galloped heartily on the 
soft going. 

Lord Derby’s 4-year-old Bobsleigh was alto- 
gether discredited in the Dullingham Stakes, 
(1!42 miles). With slight odds laid on, he fin- 
ished fifth of six, the race being won in storming 
fashion by Mr. Macomber’s grey Mansur. Third 
in last year’s French Derby, Mansur has im- 
proved out of all recognition since joining Major 
Beatty’s team at Newmarket, and is probably 
the best middle-distance handicapper in training. 
His progress is in marked contrast to that of 
William of Valence, which was beaten a head 
for last year’s Grand Prix de Paris. ‘William”’ 
has done nothing since that race, and has been a 
big disappointment to all connected with H. S. 
Persse’s stable. 

We saw a number of good 2-year-olds at the 
meeting, though I doubt if any were in the 
Early School, Le Grand Duc, or Fair Copy class. 
Probably the best of the week was William 
Woodward's American-bred colt Perifox, a Gal- 
lant Fox colt which won the Soltykoff Stakes. 
In his only previous race he was unplaced to 
Early School at Hurst Park in early June. There 
were a dozen runners for the Soltykoff, several 
of which had shown useful form, but Perifox cut 
them down in the final furlong to win in the 
style of a stayer by a length and a half from 
Edward Esmond’s Phakos. A handsome bay, 
with the best of limbs and perfect action, Peri- 
fox is engaged in next year’s Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby, and St. Leger. 

J. H. Whitney’s flier, Night Song, met with 
her first defeat in the Chesterfield Stakes. The 
2-year-old daughter of *Royal Minstrel, with 
odds of 9 to 2 freely laid on her, failed in the 
soft going to give 4 pounds to Honquan, which 
had been beaten out of sight by Le Grand Duc 
at Ascot. Honquan is a son of the French 
classic winner Chateau Bouscaut. 


RHODE ISLAND 


JOCKEY INSURANCE 

HE track management at Narragansett Park, 

it was announced July 23, has made arrange- 
ments to maintain insurance for jockeys at that 
track during the summer meeting. Under terms 
of the policies, hospital expenses up to $500 will 
be taken care of, and a death resulting from ac- 
cident during racing hours is covered by a 
$1,000 benefit. For this protection, the track will 
pay one dollar for each mount a jockey rides 
during the day, or an estimated $80 for each 
racing day. Insurance is in force from the time 
a jockey weighs out in the jockey room until he 
weighs in at the judges’ stand after his ride. It 
is hoped that a policy covering exercise boys 
and grooms can be arranged, but this will de- 


pend on the success of the jockeys’ insurance 
plan. 

President Walter Donovan (Florida), of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners, recently expressed himself as also greatly 
in favor of a plan to insure jockeys, trainers, 
and stable attaches. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to make a report on this subject at the 
summer meeting of this organization, which will 
be held in Detroit August 21 and 22.

THISTLE DOWN 
HE Cleveland Handicap featured the racing 
at Thistle Down on August 1, twenty-third 

day of the 35-day meeting. A supporting at- 

traction was an overnight sprint handicap, won 
by Mrs. M. Renillo’s Transmutable, the favorite. 

Form players were off to a bad start in the first 

race, an allowance affair for 2-year-olds, when 

the odds-on Little Upset went under to A. P. 

Canale’s Mary Vito, a Vito filly which was sec- 

ond choice in the betting. Favorites won the 

next three races, could not score in the remain- 
ing four. 

CRISTATE’S CLEVELAND HANDICAP 

Something of a surprise was the victory of the 
8-to-1 Cristate (110), owned by Mrs. J. Chesney, 
in the Cleveland Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Thistle Down Au- 
gust 1. The favorite, H. C. Rumage’s Bold Lover 

(116), took the lead in the stretch, but succumbed 

to the *Chicle gelding in the last sixteenth. Cris- 

tate drew clear, won by slightly more than a 

length. Bold Lover kept second place by a length 

and a half from B. Hernandez’s Combahee (3-y-0, 

103), with R. L. Baker’s Yantis (113) in fourth 

place. The others were Blessed Again (108), Bi- 

ography (116), Summit Hill (105), Ski (101), 

Buck Langhorne (116), Judge Kavanagh (3-y-0, 

101), and Zsar (3-y-o, 105).

SARATOGA 

RST days of racing at Saratoga were marked 

chiefly by the return to winning form of 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discovery, which won in 
spectacular fashion the Saratoga Handicap, and 
by the emergence of a good juvenile in Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars’ Reaping Reward, winner of the 
United States Hotel Handicap. There have been 
rumors that the son of Display is no longer en- 
tirely sound, and that his disappointing races 
have been caused by some injury in his under- 
pinning which sometimes hurts him. 

Besides the Mohawk Claiming Stakes, an ac- 
count of which appears below, seven stakes make 
up the current week’s program. The Saratoga 
Sales Stakes engages 2-year-olds sold at Sara- 
toga last August, with Goldey F., Top Radio, 
John P. War, Maedic, Broad Ripple, and others 
among those eligible. The Wilson Stakes, a one- 
mile race for colts and fillies three years old and 
up, is to be run Wednesday, August 5, and prac- 
tically all of the best 3-year-olds and handicap 
performers are eligible. The Schuylerville Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies, is the feature of August 6, 
and the Saranac Handicap, for 3-year-olds, will 
be run on August 7. The Saturday program, like 
that of August 1, will have three stakes events. 
Steeplechase performers will contest the Shille- 
lah Steeplechase, and older horses will compete 
in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. Dis- 
covery, Granville, Cavalcade, Roman Soldier, and 
Good Gamble head the eligibles. Perhaps chief 
interest will attach to the winner-take-all Sara- 
toga Special, in which Black Look, Flying Cross, 
Fencing, Swiftply, Orientalist, Billionaire, and 
Top Radio are the best known possibles. 

Large crowds have been reported at Saratoga, 
and the meeting is off to a good start, seems 
likely to better the 1935 session. Program sales 
opening day were 2,300 greater than on the 
first day last year. 


GRADED STEEPLECHASES 
At the suggestion of C. V. Whitney, the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association plans 
an innovation during the last two weeks of the 
Saratoga meeting, in offering steeplechases under 
ed handicap conditions. The plan, it is hoped, 
will result in the inclusion of hunters and other 
horses which previously have had no chance of 
contention during the summer, and will result in 
better fields. Owners of jumpers which compete 
in amateur meetings have been asked for their 
reaction to the plan, and a number of replies have 
been received, most of them favorable to the plan. 


MAEDIC’S FLASH STAKES 

When Saratoga’s’ stakes-studded meeting 
opens, predictions are made annually that the 2- 
year-olds which have been prominent up to that 
point will fade, that juveniles that have been 
“saved” will move up to take their places. Chief 
reason for these predictions is that they are 
as safe as any which can be made concerning 
Turf events. But the sixty-second running of the 
Flash Stakes ($4,000 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 
5% furlongs), on Saratoga’s opening day, July 
29, provided a notable exception. Taking the 
track at one and keeping it to the finish the victor 
was Maemere Farm Stable’s Maedic (110), 
which began his racing career in Florida last 
January. Ridden by Eddie Litzenberger, Maedic 
broke in front, increased his advantage steadily, 


won by three lengths with speed in reserve. 
Second and third was the Vanderbilt entry of 
Swiftply (107), a *Swift and Sure filly, and 
Savage (110), a *Polymelian colt. They were a 
head apart, with the filly having the advantage. 
Fourth was J. D. Norris’ Danger Point (110), 
son of Stimulus. Zostera (107) was fifth, fol- 
lowed by another winter-raced 2-year-old, Doga- 
way (117). Sonny Joe (111'2) and Top Radio 
(110) completed the field. Time, :2315, :47%, 
1:06%5, track fast. Stakes division, $3,325, $800, 
$400, $100.

GOOD GAMBLE BEATS SATION 


After trying unsuccessfully to carry 140 
pounds in Empire City’s closing stakes, George 
D. Widener’s Sation attempted to pick up 132 
for the American Legion Handicap ($2,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs) at Saratoga 
July 29. Favored at 8 to 5, Sation met defeat 
again, going under by a length and a half to 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s good filly, Good Gamble 
(116). Fortunate at the start, the daughter of 
Chance Play broke into motion, and rapidly 
opened up a safe lead. Behind her, for a half- 
mile, raced her stablemate, Purple Knight (105), 
with Sation and Howe Stable’s Cycle (114) next 
in order. When the stretch was reached, Purple 
Knight fell back, and Sation went after the fiily. 
At the eighth pole he had cut her lead to a half- 
length, but Good Gamble had been rated in front, 
responded to a drive by Jockey L. Fallon, won 
ridden out by a length and a half. Sation, losing 
ground in the drive, held a similar margin over 
Cycle, and Purple Knight was fourth, six 
lengths farther back. Singing Wood (122), only 
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other starter, unseated Johnny Gilbert at the 
break.

Howe Stable’s Highpool (105), which broke well 
and might otherwise have made a better show- 
ing. Sir Quest, left to carry on for the entry, 
went to the front at once, with Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Balkan Land (114) nearest in pursuit. After a 
half-mile, Balkan Land got into the lead, but 
Sir Quest, coming again, had his head in front 
as the field turned into the stretch. But now a 
new threat had developed. Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Goldeneye (105), ridden by Ira Hanford, 
had been outrun at the break and had trailed 
the field for a half-mile. Saving ground on the 
rail Hanford began moving him forward, and 
reached fifth place at the eighth-pole. In a bril- 
liant closing rush, Goldeneye went to the two 
leaders, wore them down in the final yards, won 
by a head. Sir Quest clung to second place by 
a half-length, with Balkan Land a neck in front 
of E. R. Bradley's Bonnie Lois (103), which had 
run an even race after being in close quarters 
at the start.

Until the final furlongs of the Test Stakes 
($2,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, seven furlongs), 
run at Saratoga July 31, the winner ap- 
peared to be H. C. McGehee’s Fair Knight- 
ess (113), which broke in front, held a two- 
length lead for six furlongs. Following the 
pace under restraint, Mr. Nightingale’s Little 
Miracle (113), profiting when the leader went 
wide entering the stretch, slipped through on 
the outside, went up to challenge. Down on 
the outside came Herman Phillips’ Fair Stein 
(113), ridden by Jockey E. Yager. The *Axen- 
stein filly had been climbing during the early 
running, but on the turn she leveled down and 
moved up fast. At the eighth-pole she went over 
on Fair Knightess, then rapidly drew clear.

Odds-on favorite and easy winner of the Bever- 
wyck Steeplechase Handicap ($1,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, about two miles) at Saratoga 
August 1 was Thomas Hitchcock’s *Rioter (146), 
ridden by the prominent amateur, Rigan Mc- 
Kinney. Making all of the pace and jumping

With some sense of prophecy, she named 
him Reaping Reward, and the colt lived up to 
his name by winning the United States Hotel 
Stakes ($7,500 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs) at Saratoga August 1. The race attracted 
what was probably the best field of juveniles to 
race in New York this season, with Mrs. W. H. 
Furst’s John P. War, a John P. Grier colt which 
carries also the blood of John P. Grier’s great 
rival, Man o’ War, made the 13-to-5 favorite. 

First out of the stalls was Greentree Stable’s 
*Twink colt, Forty Winks, but Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Savage, a son of *Polymelian, outran him 
to take the lead. In five stiff furlongs Savage 
succeeded in shaking off the Greentree colt, found 
a new threat in Reaping Reward, which H. Rich- 
ards had brought up from sixth place. Driving 
down on the outside, Reaping Reward got to the 
leaders in the final eighth, drew away to win by 
two and one-half lengths. Savage kept second 
place by four lengths from Forty Winks, with 
Brookmeade Stable’s Top Radio a length farther 
back in fourth place. The others, in order, were 
Supremador, John P. War, Swiftply, Upper 
Berth, Optic, and Gurkha. Each starter carried 
116 pounds, with the exception of the filly Swift- 
ply and the maidens Optic and Gurkha, which 
carried 113. Time, :23, :47, 1:1235, track fast.

DISCOVERY’S SARATOGA HANDICAP 


Weighted under 138 and 136 pounds, and fin- 
ishing ninth and eighth in his two starts in New 
England this season, Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discov- 
ery made his impost look unreasonably high. 
Weighted under 132 pounds at Saratoga August 
1, in the Saratoga Handicap ($7,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 14 miles), Discovery made 
his impost look unreasonably low. Giving from 
14 to 30 pounds to five other starters, Discovery 
outsprinted Good Gamble (115) and Stand Pat 
(118) to take the lead on the first turn, made 
his own pace thereafter, won by six lengths with 
speed in reserve. The performance, like most of 
his winning ones, made his impost look 10 
pounds too low, very much as his losing ones 
have made his weight seem 10 pounds too high. 
In the two years that the son of Display has 
been acknowledged champion in the handicap di- 
vision, no handicapper has been able to get him 
within a length and a half of the winner when 
he failed, or within a length and a half of the 
second horse when he won, and most of his vic- 
tories have been by margins ranging from five 
to 30 lengths. Discovery has never won a hard- 
driven victory in the handicap division. 


Behind Discovery, Maemere Farm Stabie’s 
game Montagna (109) took second place, holding 
a length and a half margin over Belair Stud 
Stable’s *Isolater (3-y-o, 103). Fourth was Mid- 
dleburg Stable’s Esposa (102), and Stand Pat 
and Good Gamble completed the field. Time, 
:48, 1:12%, 1:38%5, 1:51, 2:05, track fast. 
Stakes division, $8,350, $1,500, $750, $300.

Over from Suffolk Downs came Wheatley Sta- 
ble’s Seabiscuit (3-y-o, 109), to run in the Mo- 
hawk Claiming Stakes ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, one mile) at Saratoga August 3. The 
Hard Tack colt entered for $6,000 proved much 
the best, winning by six lengths with speed to 
spare. Ridden by Jockey J. Stout, Seabiscuit 
was off in front, was rated steadily, came away 
in the stretch when ready. Second was Mrs. A. 
A. Baroni’s Ann O’ Ruley (112), which finished 
fast after being outrun for six furlongs.

MASSACHUSETTS © 
SUFFOLK DOWNS 
ITH less than two weeks remaining of the 
most successful meeting in the brief history 
of Suffolk Downs, plans are already being con- 
sidered for the 1937 season. The track expects 
to ask for two meetings, totaling 60 days, instead 
of the single 53-day meeting which makes up the 
current season at the Boston track. 

Four stakes remain to be decided this year. 
The Plymouth Rock Stakes, on August 5, and 
the Beacon Hill Stakes, on August 8, make up 
the current week’s program, and the Bostonian 
Stakes, on August 12, and the Atlantic Claiming 
Stakes, on closing day, August 14, complete the 
roster. Thereafter New England racing moves 
to Narragansett Park. 

That the current meeting will reach a daily 
betting average of $400,000 seems very likely. 
The week which closed August 1 had a daily 


average of $416,556. This was far below the 
$456,641 daily average of the previous week, 
but the appearance of Discovery in the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap on July 22 was the factor 
which caused the difference. With that exception, 
last week was the best of the meeting. The 
betting for the first 42 days of the meeting 
totaled $16,667,516, a daily average of $396,845, 
a figure which has climbed steadily for the seven 
weeks the meeting has run. 


SATURN WINS STAKES 

An unexpected intruder into the group of 2- 
year-old stakes winners came at Suffolk Downs 
July 29, in the Blue Hill Stakes ($1,500 added, 
2-year-olds, 5’ furlongs). This was Col. P. T. 
Chinn's Saturn (112), a 9 to 1 choice which 
broke alertly, turned back a stout challenge from 
R. W. Collins’ Willow Bud (106), and won by two 
lengths, ridden out by Jockey Hilton Dabson. 
P. M. Pike’s Swift Lad (106), by *Swift and 
Sure, came up to take second place. A _ half- 
length behind him was R. W. Collins’ Mary Elise 
(101'2), a Lee O. Cotner filly, which was a neck 
in front of her stablemate. The others were 
Drowsy (106), Early Settler (102), Say When

Martin’s Dark Hope (115) was made the fa- 
vorite. The start was held up for about five 
minutes by the behavior of W. A. Jones’ Furfiber

stalls, a start was effected, and Belair Stud 
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Stable’s Vicaress shot to the front. Jockey Grigg 
whipped her around the turn, and the Flying 
Ebony filly opened up a two-length lead going 
into the back stretch, with Furfiber in second 
place. Mountainy Man moved up well through 
the back stretch, caught Furfiber, found a new 
threat moving up on the outside. This was B. 
N. Kane’s Go Quick (109), which Jockey F. A. 
Smith had held just off the pace. Released from 
restraint, Go Quick moved up to challenge, and 
when Vicaress shortened stride going into the 
turn, both Go Quick and Mountainy Man went 
to her. Around the turn Go Quick succeeded in 
getting to the front, and the two fought it out 
for the closing three-eighths, with Go Quick 
winning by a neck. Trailing in seventh place, un- 
til the last furlong, was P. A. Shaw’s Gov. 

A terrific rush through the stretch 
landed him in third place, a half-length behind 
Mountainy Man, a head in front of Furfiber. The 
others were Tugboat Frank (3-y-o, 108), Vi- 
caress, Dark Hope, and Gallant Prince (105).

SALE AT SUFFOLK DOWNS 


Nine horses, owned by suspended Trainer Joe 
Roberts, were sold at auction in the paddock 
of Suffolk Downs July 29, under the sanction of 
the Illinois Racing Commission, which had sus- 
pended the trainer on charges of stimulating 
horses shortly after he left Hawthorne for Suffolk 
Downs. Six of the nine were purchased by J. K. 
Ward, a brother of State Representative Michael 
Ward, of Boston, the latter reported in some dis- 
patches as the actual purchaser. Four of the six 
were purchased directly. Two others, Prince 
Sador and Linlace, were bought by Harry Hart 
for $2,500 and $1,700 respectively, resold later 
to Ward at a reported profit of $500 each. Top 
price of the sale was paid for Tugboat Frank, 
which brought $8,000. The summary:

BOYCOTT AT SUFFOLK DOWNS 

When Arthur Cooper, apprentice under con- 
tract to W. C. Weant, refused to exercise Sickle 
Hour because of the horse’s habit of bolting dan- 
gerously on turns, Owner Weant suspended him, 
refused to allow him to accept outside mounts. 
Jockeys at Suffolk Downs organized a boycott, 
and on August 1 Owner Weant was compelled 
to scratch Miss Premier from the fifth race, when 
no rider on the one would take the mount. 


ILLINOIS 


WASHINGTON PARK OPENS 

UGUST 1 was the last day of the 30-day 

meeting at Arlington Park which apparently 
was a very successful one. The Arlington Handi- 
cap and Arlington Futurity, both of which were 
won by *Teddy colts, made up a double stakes 
program, and the rest of the card was also a 
good one. An allowance race for 2-year-olds went 
to Millsdale Stable’s Bottle Cap, a Bostonian 
colt, and an overnight handicap for 3-year-olds 
was won by Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Finance. Both 
were favorites, as were four of the day’s eight 
winners. 

On August 3 racing moved to Washington 
Park for a 3l-day stay. First feature was the 
Chicago Handicap, a six-furlong sprint for 3- 
year-olds and up, won unexpectedly by D. L. 
Ogle’s Infidox. Washington Park had a difficult 
session in 1935. The meeting was rained on about 
five days out of six, and the tax relief which 
aided other Chicago tracks came just too late 
for Washington Park. This year, with a meet- 
ing later in the summer, and with Labor Day 
also included in its dates, the Homewood course 
expects better days. A number of improvements 
have been made, and the track is well supplied 
with horses. 


SUN TEDDY’S ARLINGTON HANDICAP 


It was definitely *Teddy’s day at Arlington 
Park August 1. The fourth race went to a son 
of *Bull Dog, the latter a son of *Teddy. *Teddy 
was sire of Case Ace, which won the Arlington 
Futurity, run as the fifth race. The sixth race 
was the Arlington Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1%4 miles). Out in front at 
the start went another son of *Teddy, this being 
Calumet Farm Stable’s Sun Teddy (3-y-0, 98), 
a 3-year-old which was brought along slowly 
last spring, with late-season stakes in mind. 
A persistent challenge from Anthony Pelleteri’s 
Where Away (106) followed him for the entire 
mile and a quarter, but Sun Teddy stuck it out, 
won by a head under mild pressure. Where Away 
had a two-and-a-half-length margin over Count 
Morse (3-y-0, 102), coupled with the winner as 
the Calumet Farm entry. Fourth, three lengths 
farther back, was Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Corinto 
(108), followed in order by *Azucar (117), Holly- 
rood (3-y-o, 109), and Count Arthur (112). The 
favorite, Hollyrood, carried top weight by scale, 
as 3-year-olds are allowed nine pounds at a mile 
and a quarter in August, by the scale. It was the

Sun Teddy has started 11 times, won five races, 
finished second twice, third twice, and has earned 
$13,530. As a yearling he was purchased for 
$3,500 at Saratoga. Sunmelia did not race. She 
has also produced Princess Camelia (13 races and 
$22,585, including Kentucky Stakes, Dearborn 
Handicap, etc.). Bromelia won up to five years, 
and is also dam of the winners Sun Sweeper, 
Sun Broom, First Act, My Broom, and My Fer- 
gus. Savannah won at two, and also produced 
the winners Madrigal II (Chamblet Memorial 
Steeplechase), Savanola, Teal, and Cast Ashore 
(also producer). 


MILKY WAY’S ARLINGTON FUTURITY 


The fifth running of the Arlington Futurity 
($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs), while 
it had a gross value of $49,540 and will rank as 
the world’s second richest 2-year-old stakes event 
this year, was less of a contribution to the de- 
velopment of the 2-year-old picture than it was 
a chapter in the remarkable story of Mrs. Ethel 
V. Mars and her 1935 yearling purchases at 
Saratoga. 

Mrs. Mars, assisted by her trainer, Robert Mc- 
Garvey, was the most active buyer at Saratoga 
last year. She bid on a great many yearlings, 
and wound up with 28 purchases which cost her 
a total of $109,800. On the evening of August 15 
she was bidding on a grand-looking colt by 
*Teddy out of Sweetheart, by Ultimus, in the 
F. Wallis Armstrong consignment. It happened 
that Mrs. John Hay Whitney also liked this colt. 
The bidding went up steadily until at $10,000 
it was Mrs. Whitney’s bid. Mrs. Mars added 
another $100 and Mrs. Whitney dropped out. It 
was that colt, now named Case Ace, which, in 
the Arlington Futurity August 1, provided the 
climax of the amazing run of successes scored 
by Mrs. Mars’ purchases. 

The highest-priced yearling bought by Mrs. 
Mars was Winged Victory, a Victorian—Grief 
colt for which she paid $13,000. Winged Victory 
after a single start, was rendered useless for rac- 
ing when he ran into a fence, knocked out an eye, 
and injured himself otherwise. The others car- 
ried on. Murph, bought for $6,000, won the Bash- 
ford Manor Stakes and three other races. Na- 
tion’s Taste, bought for $2,000, took the Hyde 
Park Stakes. Dogaway, a $5,500 purchase, won 
stakes in Texas and Illinois. Reaping Reward, 
which cost $5,000, last Saturday won the United 
States Hotel Stakes at Saratoga. 

For the Arlington Futurity last Saturday 
Trainer McGarvey saddled two of his best, Case 
Ace (117) and Murph (122). The former had 
made only two starts, had won both of them in 
a fashion to suggest the aptness of his name. 
Murph had started seven times, had won four 
of his races, finished second in the other three. 


The entry was made favorite at an even 1 to 2 
over a field of six others whose composite class 
was apparently below that of previous renewals 
of the race. Second choice, at $6.50 to $1, was 
Hal Price Headley’s Apogee (119), currently con- 
sidered the best of the 2-year-old fillies. 

There was a delay of 614 minutes at the post, 
largely accounted for by Case Ace’s nervous in- 
stability. But when the starting signal came 
Alfred Robertson got him away well and he im- 
mediately went out to contest the lead with 
Apogee and Calumet Farm Stable’s Privileged 
(117), the latter a son of *Sir Gallahad III. The 
start was marred by an irregular getaway, caused 
partly by the fact that Mrs. Emil Denemark’s 
Orientalist (115), a Wise Counsellor maiden, out 
fo Asia, by *Sain, claimed July 4 for $5,000, 
swerved out sharply from No. 7 post position and 
knocked Murph toward the outer rail so hard 
that the son of Haste was virtually eliminated. 
Percy M. Pike’s Mereworth-bred Supply House 
(119) also broke slowly, and did not get going 
well until the last quarter. 


Privileged hung close to Case Ace’s pace for 
nearly a_ half-mile, with Apogee about two 
lengths behind, but by the time the field 
reached the stretch the *Teddy colt was three 
lengths ahead. Orientalist had managed to slip 
through on the inside and go after the leader 
when the remainder of the field swung wide at 
the turn. Five lengths behind and in fifth place 
a quarter-mile from the finish, Orientalist was 
hustled through the straightaway by Jockey C. 
Stevenson, passing the more favored contenders 
and providing the only real opposition for the 
favorite. Though he had a four-length lead at 
the eighth-pole Robertson sensed the danger from 
the Wise Counsellor colt and kept at Case Ace 
to the finish, where he still had a length and a 
half advantage. Orientalist was cutting down the 
winner’s lead all through the stretch and was 
still gaining at the end.

Case Ace made his racing debut at Churchill 
Downs May 7 and scored a handy victory over 
a moderate field. He was not started again until 
July 24, when he won an easy three-length 
victory in a five-furlong event in which Oriental- 
ist was third, receiving five pounds from the 
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winner. Still unbeaten, he has now won three 

races and a total of $37,765. 

Case Ace was foaled March 13, 1934, and, 
like Cavalcade, is a product of F. Wallis Arm- 
strong’s Meadowview Farms near Moorestown, 
N. J. His dam is the noted mare Sweetheart, 
which Brownell Combs raised at Belair Farm, 
mear Lexington, Ky., and raced under his own 
colors. At two Sweetheart won four races, was 
second in the Debutante and third in the 
Clipsetta Stakes. In her first start at three she 
was second to Anna M. Humphrey in the Ash- 
land Oaks. During the year she won six races, 
was second in four (including Kentucky Oaks), 
third in three (including Latonia Oaks). She did 
not start at four, but in the spring of her 5- 
year-old season she was bred to Man o’ War and 
put back in training. That year she won the 
Ashland and Camden Handicaps, and in her last 
effort won a 1 1-16-mile event by eight lengths. 
Altogether she won 13 races and $24,193. In 
November, 1925, Mr. Combs sold her privately 
to Mr. Armstrong for a reported price of $35,000, 
one of the highest prices ever paid for a mare 
in America. 

Sweetheart’s breeding record was below ex- 
pectations until the arrival of Case Ace on the 
scene. The foal she was carrying when Mr. Arm- 
strong purchased her was Warrior Lass, which 
won one race at two and is now the dam of the 
winners Marching Home and Mistress Grier.

INFIDOX SURPRISES 


Before a surprised opening day crowd at 
Washington Park August 3, D. L. Ogle’s Infidox 
(3-y-0, 108), both improved and lucky, won the 
featured Chicago Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, six furlongs). Second, even more 
surprisingly, was G. H. Marlman’s Isaiah (112), 
which barely dropped the decision after taking 
the lead in the stretch. Off in front was Weil 
Stable’s Slim Rosie (110), with Isaiah sticking 
close to her. Silverette (104) held third place in 
the opening furlongs, with the second choice, 
Northway Stable’s Toro Nancy (111), and the 
favored Rock X. (114} following in order. Sixth 
was Infidox, ridden by Joe Renick. Slim Rosie 
held the lead for a half-mile, then quit badly. 


To the front went Isaiah, with Silverette tiring 
beside him. But the leaders had left room on 
the rail, and Renick shot Infidox up the shortest 
way. When straightened out he was third, a 
length behind Isaiah. Silverette tired, and 
though Isaiah held on gamely, he could not hold 
the Infinite colt, and Infidox went under the 
wire winner by a nose. Third, a length and a 
quarter behind Isaiah, was Toro Nancy, with 
Bomar Stable’s Billy Bee (118) getting up to 
take fourth place.

HE KNEW THEM WHEN— 


Humphrey S. Finney of THE BLOOD-HORSE staff 
of correspondents, knew both Sun Teddy and Case 
Ace when they were yearlings. 

Sun Teddy was placed first in a class for 
yearlings colts in the Upperville horse show in 
June, 1934. Finney described him as “a very 
good, well balanced, clean-limbed bay by *Teddy 
out of Superstition, by Superman.” Eighteen 
others were in the class. Judges were Janon 
Fisher, Jr., and Harry Colt. 

In an article on the stock at F. Wallis Arm- 
strong’s Meadowview Farms, Moorestown, N. J., 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 20, 1935, Finney 
had the following to say concerning the yearling 
which is now the Arlington Futurity winner Case 
Ace: “Of the colts there is one which I thought 
a standout and he is the favorite of the men on 
the farm.

FTER Bourbon Whiskey had won the fourth 
race at Longacres on July 17, test of a 
saliva specimen showed positive evidence of 
strychnine. Dr. Harold Emerson Davis, of Love- 
lock, Nevada, trainer of the horse, explained that 
for six weeks he had been giving a “condition 


powder,” containing strychnine, to Bourbon 
Whiskey and to other horses in his care, to 
increase their appetites, that the strychnine 


shown in the saliva test was an “accumulation” 
of this powder. Unimpressed members of the 
Washington Racing Commission suspended 
Trainer Davis indefinitely, suspended the horses 
Bourbon Whiskey, Drastic Water, and Wise Ace, 
until placed under the care of a trainer satis- 
factory to the commission. 


RESEARCH IN NEW YORK 


The laboratory maintained by the New York 
Racing Commission now serves five states— 
New York, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, and Michigan—and Florida is expected 
to join the number this winter. The almost ex- 
clusive function of this laboratory has been the 
testing of saliva specimens taken from horses 
racing in these five states, but on July 31 an- 
nouncement was made that an exhaustive re- 
search program would be inaugurated in Septem- 
ber, in an effort to learn more of methods of dop- 
ing and the effect doping has on horses. Animals 
will be obtained by purchase or donation, at the 
end of their racing careers, and will be trained 


like those of actual competition. Some will be 
doped, and the results studied. The commission 
has expressed itself as dissatisfied with the mere- 
ly preventive aspects of the saliva test. It hopes 
to determine with more accuracy the effect of 
identical drugs on horses of varying ages, to de- 
termine whether doping helps a horse to win, 
aids in sprints, hinders at distances. A range of 
drugs more extensive than those available to the 
ordinary pharmacy will be investigated also. 

The research plans are the results of a pro- 
gram inaugurated in 1934, when J. G. Catlett, 
supervisor of saliva tests, and Charles E. Morgan, 
chief chemist, were sent to Europe to study the 
operation of the saliva tests in England and 
France. 


AROUND THE DOGS 

Chance Light, running in the fifth race at 
Empire City on July 28, was “there with a 
chance” in the stretch. A dog ran across the 
track and Chance Light, swerving to avoid it, 
went off stride, out of contention. The pace- 
making Lord Tournament went on to win un- 
challenged, giving Trainer Hirsch Jacobs his 
one hundred and eighth winner this year. 


MORE DEAD HEATS 

Racing of last week added two dead heats to 
the already surprising 1936 total. Emvee and 
Roxana S., dead-heating at Thistle Down on July 
27, and Fra Diavolo and Her Reigh, finishing to- 
gether for second place at Arlington Park July 
30, brought the year’s total to 42, of which the 
number for first place is 30. 
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QUASHED BEATEN AT GOODWOOD 
AST week was Goodwood week in England, 
and some of the most popular races on the 
English calendar were decided. 

The Stewards’ Cup, six-furlong sprint handicap, 
was decided on opening day, July 28, and fell to 
Mrs. C. L. Mackean’s Solerina, a 4-year-old filly 
carrying 113 pounds and closing at 10 to 1 in the 
betting. E. W. Barron’s Angel Bread, a 3-year- 
old with 103 pounds up, was second, beaten three 
lengths, and only a head in front of St. John 
Harmsworth’s Braemar, carrying 93 pounds. 
Solerina, a “half-bred’’ not eligible for the Gen- 
eral Stud Book, has been a consistently good 
racer, but the Stewards’ Cup is her most impor- 
tant victory to date. She is by Soldennis (by 
Tredennis) out of Sweet Wall, by Cygnus out 
of Dark Eyes, by Captivation, tracing to the 
“Dark Eyes family,”’ as given in the Half-Bred 
Stud Book. Her dam, Sweet Wall, was a good 
race mare in Ireland, winning the Irish Cam- 
bridgeshire and other races. 

The Goodwood Stakes, a handicap at a dis- 
tance of about 2%, miles, run the second day, 
fell to Lady Helen McCalmont’s Avondale, an 
8-year-old bay mare by Yutoi (by Santoi)— 
Mademoiselle Mai, by Oppressor. Two lengths 
back, Cho-Sen won the place by a head from 
Corona-Corona. 

On Thursday, July 30, the famed Goodwood 
Cup, at 25, miles one of the longest flat events 
in England, was up for decision. Favorite at 3 
to 2 was the Gold Cup winner Quashed (130), but 
she held only a slight margin over the recent 
Queen Alexandra Stakes winner, Sir Abe Bailey’s 
Cecil (132), held at 13 to 8. Quashed disap- 
pointed her following by finishing in third place, 
behind Cecil, which won by a length and a half, 
and Marshall Field’s Enfield, which was two 
lengths ahead of the favorite. Cecil is a 5-year- 
old horse by the staying Foxlaw out of Star of 
Blyth, by Polymelus, second dam Star of Naples, 
sister to the Derby winner Signorinetta. 


SECOND JULY SALES 

The strength of the bloodstock market in Eng- 
land is further indicated by the results of the 
Second July Sales at Newmarket, which, because 
of a delay in the mails, did not reach Lexington 
until Tuesday of this week. Sales were held three 
days, July 14, 15, and 16. The last two days were 
set aside for yearlings only, and during that time 
there were sold 106 yearlings for 42,611 guineas, 
an average of 401.9 guineas (approximately 
$2,110). This is a substantial increase over the 
average of 368 guineas for 74 lots sold at the 
Second July Sales last year, and is the largest 
average at that vendue since 1928. 

The sales resulted in one of the most sensa- 
tional figures of recent years, when Radiant, 
yearling sister to Windsor Lad, by Blandford— 
Resplendent, by *By George II, was knocked 
down to Miss Dorothy Paget, cousin of John Hay 
Whitney and C. V. Whitney, for 11,500 guineas 
(about $60,375). It was the highest price paid 
for a yearling in England since 1928, when E. 
Harmsworth gave 13,000 guineas for Heartsease. 


THE Australian Grand National Steeplechase, 
run recently at Flemington, Victoria, was won by 
the 5-year-old Santa Casa, by David. Draconic, 
which had taken his measure a few weeks pre- 
viously, was second, beaten half a length.

tracks. Epsom Downs, at Houston, asks a 27- 
day meeting, running from September 24 to Oc- 
tober 24, inclusive. Arlington Downs, most im- 
portant of the Texas tracks, asks for 33 days of 
racing, beginning October 22, ending November 
28. Alamo Downs, San Antonio, follows the prac- 
tice of last winter, by asking two meetings with- 
out intermission, running from January 1 to Feb- 
ruary 27. An application for dates at Tyler, made 
by J. H. Peacock, of Jacksonville, has been with- 
drawn, because of difficulty in locating a suitable 
track site. 

Reports that Arlington Downs, operated by the 
Texas Jockey Club, might pass to the ownership 
of William P. Kyne, Julius G. Reeder, Col. R. B. 
George, or others, have been denied officially by 
Resident Manager Trav. Daniel, who said that 
the Waggoner Brothers, E. Paul and Guy L., 
would remain in charge.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


PEDIGREE POINTS - 


FEW years ago I began an attempt to es- 

tablish by statistical methods the most im- 
portant bloodlines available to breeders of Amer- 
ican Thoroughbreds. In an effort to find a basis 
of comparison between the great sires of yester- 
day and those of today, I took five-cross pedi- 
grees of the 30 best horses foaled in each of five 
years, 1926 to 1930 inclusive, and indexed all the 
sires in the 150 pedigrees. If a horse occurred 
once in the fifth generation of ancestors, he was 
credited with one point (representing 1-32 of 
the entire generation). If he occurred again in 
the fourth generation of a pedigree, he was cred- 
ited with two points (representing 2-32); if in 
the third generation, four points (4-32); in the 
second generation, eight points (8-32). The sire 
of one of the best 30 horses was given 16 points, 
representing 16-32, or one-half of the pedigree. 
Thus each male ancestor was assigned his exact 
mathematical share in the breeding of the best 
horses. 

The ranking of the great sires under that 
system came out as follows: 1 Domino, 2 St. 
Simon, 3 Bend Or, 4 Fair Play, 5 Ben Brush, 
6 Ultimus, 7 Broomstick, 8 Commando, 9 *Rock 
Sand, 10 Peter Pan, 11 *Sir Gallahad III, 12 
Hermit, 13 Galopin, 14 Isinglass, 15 Isonomy, 16 
Himyar, 17 Hastings. The name of Domino ap- 
peared in 81 of the 150 pedigrees, and, on the 
average accounted for one twentieth of each 
pedigree. St. Simon was slightly below him. 
Hastings, the last-named on the list, represented 
slightly more than one-fortieth of the average 
pedigree. 

I had intended to follow the same method in 
extending the statistics from year to year. But 
consideration of the final results (1926-30) left 
me with the opinion that too many generations 
had been counted in. The modern breeder has 
a very good idea of the most important lines 
of the older generations. He knows, for instance, 
the strength of Domino, Ben Brush, St. Simon, 
Bend Or, etc. He also has, from the multiplicity 
of statistical matter available, a fair idea of the 
comparative value of more modern strains. But 
as one comes nearer to the present the picture 
becomes more confusing. Hence I decided, in 
tallying the pedigrees of the best 30 horses 
foaled in 1931, to include only four generations 
of ancestors. This eliminates many crosses of 
Domino, St. Simon, and the older ones, and puts 
more emphasis on the more modern horses. The 
results, I believe, are a better indication of the 
trend of pedigree successes than were the fig- 
ures compiled from five-cross pedigrees. 

The 30 horses which I “elected” as the best 
foals of 1931 were:

Of course, there may be some honest mistakes 
as to the horses which should be included in a 
list of the best 30 foals of 1931. Certainly there 
would be some disagreement as to the last four 
or five. If any of those actually included in the 
list are replaced, it must be by such as Black 
Buddy. Bonanza, Chicstraw, Fiji, Rose Cross, 
Slapdash, *Soon Over, Thomasville, and Time

Clock. I have examined the credentials of the 
doubtful cases with some care. 

In indexing the sires in four-cross pedigrees, 
there is a total of eight points (sixteenths) to 
account for in each generation. Eight times 30, 
the number of horses, is 240, a figure which may 
be used as a base in estimating the comparative 
ranking of the sires. Thus Fair Play, which has 
a total of 28 points in nine pedigrees, may be 
said to have a percentage of 11.7, since 28 is 11.7 
per cent of the mathematically possible 240. To 
put it more simply, Fair Play constitutes 11.7 
per cent, or about one-ninth, of the male half 
of the 30 pedigrees, taken as a whole. The list 
of stallions credited with 10 points or more:

The reader’s first impression, I fear, will be 
to consider such a tabulation quite foolish and 
to skip it and pass on to the General Items. How- 
over, there is some meat in it. 

For instance, the name of Fair Play occurs in 
the pedigrees of nine out of the best 30 horses. 
This: is quite significant, for we must take it 
for granted that the name Fair Play does not 
occur in the same proportion of the horses which 
constitute the entire breed of Thoroughbreds in 
America. That is, the blood of Fair Play must 
have brought some distinction to the animals 
toward whose breeding he contributed. We can- 
not be so sure of that when we come to Domino, 
for it is more than likely that the blood of Dom- 
ino has now become so widely diffused that it 
is present in the pedigrees of the worst horses 
in very much the same proportion as in the 
best horses. This is not to say that the blood of 
Fair Play is more powerful per se than the blood 
of Domino. But the Domino strain is far more 
widely and more thinly distributed; therefore the 
name of Domino represents less of an advantage 
over the average of the breed. Comparatively 
few horses have the Fair Play strain. 

The accuracy of the table as an indicator of 
the comparative strength of different lines may 
be seen by comparing it with the list of names 
obtained from the previous tabulation of five- 
cross pedigrees (1926-30). Excepting St. Simon, 
Bend Or, Hermit, Galopin, and others of the older 
generations, and also excepting the youngest 
horses, such as *Royal Minstrel, *Sickle, etc., 
the names are very much the same in both lists. 
Of the horses foaled since 1900, Fair Play is at 
the top of both lists. Commando and his sons 
Peter Pan and Ultimus, Ben Brush and his son 
Broomstick are on both lists. So are Hastings, 
sire of Fair Play, and *Rock Sand, another Nur- 
sery Stud stallion. 

The table, of course, does not give an accurate 
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judgment of the rank of stallions still at stud. 
But if several such yearly tables are taken and 
combined, a very dependable rating will be 
reached. For instance, in the table for 1926-30, 
*Sir Gallahad III was represented by nine horses 
of which he was the sire. Among the foals of 
1931 there were two additional horses (Hadagal, 
High Quest) by *Sir Gallahad III. Thus in five 
years (his first American foals arrived in 1927) 
that sire was represented by 11 horses out of 
a total of 150, which would give him a percentage 
of 7.3 for the entire period. During the five-year 
period considered, *Sir Gallahad III could have 
sired only about one-half of one per cent of the 
registered foals; but he sired 7.3 per cent of the 
best horses. 


Such a record indicates that the prepotence of 
*Sir Gallahad III for racing class is comparable 
to that of such horses as Fair Play, Commando, 
Man o’ War, *Rock Sand, Broomstick, Ben 
Brush, etc. 


Later I shall make a comparison of the records 
of various living sires on a pedigree-point basis. 

Take, as another instance, *Star Shoot, foaled 
in 1898, a tremendous success in this country 
as a sire of winners and as a broodmare sire, 
and a most fecund fellow. How is the blood of 
*Star Shoot breeding on? The answer is that 
*Star Shoot is not playing an important part 
in breeding the best horses, and that his influence 
apparently is declining rapidly. *Star Shoot did 
not appear on the list of leaders in the 1926-30 
tabulation, and among the 1931 group of horses 
he is represented in the fourth generation of five 
pedigrees, five points in all. He occurs in the 
fourth generation of the pedigrees of Mata Hari, 
Riskulus, Sgt. Byrne, Time Supply, and Vicar, in 
the first three of these through Uncle, his son. 
His rating for the six years (1926-31) would be 
4.1 per cent, as compared with *Sir Gallahad III's 
7.3 per cent, Fair Play’s 9 per cent. 

The 1931-foaled horses in whose pedigrees the 
name of Fair Play occurs, with the number of 
points (sixteenths) credited to Fair Play in each 
instance, are: Discovery 4, High Glee 2, High 
Quest 4, Identify 4, Jabot 2, Mata Hari 2, Peace 
Chance 4, Time Supply 4, Vicar 2. In the pedi- 
grees of Discovery, Identify, and Peace Chance, 
he occurs on the sire’s side. In the breeding of 
Identify, Jabot, Mata Hari, and Vicar, the Fair 
Play strain comes through Man o’ War. In all 
but Discovery it is associated with *Rock Sand. 
No other sire among the leaders given in the 
table has a list of representatives whose average 
class is comparable to that in the Fair Play 
group, unless it is The Tetrarch, whose four 
representatives are Bazaar 4. First Minstrel 2, 
Peace Chance 2, Singing Wood 2. 


KENTUCKY 
DADE PARK 


ATURDAY of the current week, August 8, 

will see the opening of the 26-day meeting 
at Dade Park, thirteenth annual meeting at that 
track. Track publicity, emphasizing the improve- 
ments in the racing plant, reports the reserva- 
tions of accomodations for 650 horses, states 
that more than 100 are on the waiting list. Ac- 
cordingly, the most successful meeting in the 
history of the track is expected. Racing officials 
will be: T. C. Bradley, J. J. Graddy, stewards;

DEATH OF G. V. BARNES 


George VanBuren Barnes, owner of Barnesdale 
Stud, near Louisville, Ky., died July 30 at Thistle 
Down, following a heart attack suffered as he 
was leaving the paddock to saddle a horse for 
the seventh race. Though he had been in poor 
health for some time, his death was unexpected. 

Mr. Barnes, a native of Kansas, had been for 
about 30 years engaged in Thoroughbred breed- 
ing and racing. Whiskaway and United Verde 
stood at his Louisville farm, and he had nine 
horses in training at Thistle Down, as well as 
one which he was handling for his sister, Mrs. 
C. A. Marone, who survives him. He was buried 
in Louisville, where he had made his home for 
the past 25 years. 


GENERAL ITEMS 


The Dixiana horses of C. T. Fisher shipped 
from Arlington Park to Narragansett Park. 

About $425,000 will be distributed to horsemen 
during the summer meeting at Narragansett 
Park. 

Bohannon, J. W. Parrish 2-year-old, was so 
badly injured at Arlington Park that he was de- 
stroyed. 

Jockey W. Ray suffered possible concussion of 
the brain, and a fractured ankle when his mount 
fell with him at Saratoga July 30. 

Pharosay, Calumet Stable 3-year-old, which 
threw his rider three times at Arlington Park 
July 29, was barred from racing there. 

A cyclone destroyed 15 barns at Riverside Park 
July 31, blew down the approximate odds board, 
did not injure any of the 100 horses stabled at 
the track. 

Of the $37,515 distributed to horsemen at Sara- 
toga August 1, $24,515 came from entry and 
starting fees, $13,000 was added by the Saratoga 
Association. 

The Lexington Board of Commerce has pre- 
pared a mimeographed alphabetical list of central 
Kentucky horse-breeding farms, including nur- 
series for runners, trotters, and saddle horses. 

A. B. Hancock, Major Louie A. Beard, Hal 
Price Headley, and Thomas Piatt were among 
central Kentucky horsemen who witnessed the 
running of the Classic at Arlington Park July 25. 

Hal Price Headley’s Whopper, veteran of two 
operations this year for the removal of stones 
from his bladder, reached Beaumont Farm, Lex- 
ington, July 31, where he will be given a long 
rest. 

Trainer Pete Coyne said recently that the vet- 
erinarian in charge of J. E. Widener’s Brevity 
believes the horse will recover complete sound- 
ness, will be ready for the races at Hialeah Park 
this winter. 

An injury to an ankle was the cause of Air- 
flame’s temporary retirement from the racing 
scene. The son of Ariel will be taken up about 
the middle of August and pointed for the Fu- 
turity at Belmont Park. 

Joe H. Palmer, business manager and asso- 
ciate editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, leaves Lexing- 
ton Wednesday of this week for Saratoga, where 
he will represent THE BLOOD-HORSE at the year- 
ling sales and at the annual meeting of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
to be held on the evening of August 15 at the 
Gideon Putnam Hotel.
